BYLAW. 

WllHllEAS IT I.S EXPEDIENT 
that regulations should be made as 
to tho storage and carriage of Petro- 
leum, Coal Oil, Naptha and other com- 
bustiblc matter within the City Limits. 

Rk IT KNAcTKD by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of the Cily of Vic- 
toria a.s follows: 

1. >'o person shall keep in any wo.idon 
shed or building on storage or for siilc 
any Petroleum, Coal Oil, Naptha, iiiuii- 
ing Fluid or other combustible nuttei in 
t]uantitie3 greater than 00 gallons, if con- 
tained in wooden ca-sks, or 100 oaliona if 
stored in metal ca.scs, witliout a Lii-eiiBo 
from the Corporation. 

2. No person without such License 
shall keep in any brick or stone building 
any of the aforesaid articles in qtiantitieft 
greater 'than 260 gallons if contained in 
wood, or iiOOO gallonslif stored in metal 
casus. : 

Every License fdiall specify tho 
building, street or locality, and tin? (juan- 
tity in gallons of the combustible arti- 
cles befdrc" mentioned which may be stor- 
ed therein. 

■1. Tho iiremi -es in or uiJon which any 
of the combu.sl ible articles aforesaid shall 
be stored .'ihall be open at all times to the 
ins])ection of the Corporation or it,s 
Ollicers. 

."). The Coriioratioii may, before any 
Licen-<ii shall be granted as aforesaid, ro- 
•iitire .such in-ecautioiiB to bo taken against 
fire as-tliev umy doom necessary. 

(i. "^'o ].i iH'.n .shall remove on any dray, 
call, '.i .iggi.n or other vehicle any com- 
buslirjle mat'.or in quantities greater than 
'2M) gallons at any one tirhe. 

7. Any person or persons refusing or 
neglecting !>• comply with any of tho pro- 
vision or rc(iuirciiiK;its of this Bylaw, or 
guilty of any infraction thereof, shall 
upon conviction thereof be subject to a 
tine of not less than or mora than §50. 

8. Every penalty iniiKisod by this -By- 
law may, together wltli the'costs of con- 
viction, be recovered in a stimmary m.m- 
nor before tho Police iMagialratc, or any 
Jiiatico of tho Pence having jurisdiction 
within tho limits of the City of Victoria, 
and may bo levied by distress and sale of 
the goods and chattels of the offender; 
and in default of payment of snch penalty 
and coats, then by imprisonment of such 
offender for any term not exceeding one 
calendar month ii\ one of Her Mdjuaty's 
gaols. 

This Bylaw may bo cited as the " Pot- 
roiodm Bylaw, 1892."

It is a circunistaiu'i' to be deploretl that 
tho generally rcsiioc table and sensible 
journal known aa the Colurnbiaii is so 
grievously afHictcd withlBlaiitiphobia thnt 
it is impossible for it to ileal with any mat- 
ter nfifecling tho interests of tliis si'otiou 
wltRout resorting to misroprusenntions, 
sneers, inuendoea and, in soma instoncea, 
coarse abuao. It seetm to r«gard ovory 
enterprise tliat has a comnieticetnont on 
the Island through a pair of spectacles of 
tho greenest hue; and no nmtter hov,- 
laudable the eflbrts iind disinterested tho 
aorvicea of the projectors, let the schoino 
lie but stamped witli the inipriuintnr of 
the Island, and its editor writes an arti- 
clo to denounce, ridicule or belittle it. It 
is notorious that wliunovor Muiiilaiid in- 
terests are involved the Colmnbian is tho 
very first to call on lalanilurs to "rise 
above sectional difl'ereiicca and deal uith 
the question on a broad and catholic 
basis." Whon in the latloi- mood tlie 
Columhian reminds one of tho cantiny 
hypucrito who, wliile iilwuya calling on 
others to bo i^'ood, ia liiiiisolf an otitraf;e- 
ous sinner. Instead of tlie Cohimhitiii 
"rising" it grovels; in-stoad of it "laying 
aside sectional diUercnces" its editor con- 
stantly sticks pins into tho Island's tleali 
and leaves them (juivoring tlmro. The 
latest instance of the Culuinliinn'.i lios. 
tility is found in its Coutomptnous toni- 
townrds the show held near this city a 
week or two ago. That mistiikos Occurred 
is but too true; but tiiat, taken altogeLlior, 
it was far and away tho best shoff ever 
hold in tlie province will net be disputed 
by any uue who took tho trouble to con- 
trast tho exhibits with tho.se t>f any pre- 
vious affiiir of the kiiul. Tho ('(ihiinlnu}i 
turns up its little nose at the "paltry" 
prii:es; but he ought to be aimro that 
nearly jr^lJOO was paid in prizes and that 
llie preniiuuis otlerod were more than 
double those given before. llu com- 
plains that horse-racing was allowed; 
but we fail to discover any good 
reason wiiy inducements should not bo 
hold out to agricultiu'alists to raise racing 
as well as other stock. The fact that ton 
percent, was deducted from the prize-list 
(under a rule laid down in tiio prospootiis) 
is seized upon by tiio Culuntlidn to de- 
mand a stateinont of how themoney wont. 
The demand is proper and a financial state- 
ment will be forthcoming at the proper 
time; but no money waavasted in "tom- 
foolery," as is nllegod, uor was a single 
prize ofFered for any object that was not 
of a creditable nature. In a further par- 
graph the CotniiibiaH says tiio Mainland 
will have to take this agricultural show 
business iu its own hands in. future. It 
interests us to nak what tho Mainland haa 
been doing in tho ninttorof shows of late ] 
and how it came to pass thai having al- 
lowed agricultural interests to slumber on 
the Mainland for some years the stimulus 
of a show on the much-despised "Island" 
was necessary to arouse the dormant en- 
ergies of our contemporary to the im- 
portance of holding a show on tho Muin- 
land. The nmnkuy is an imitativu aiiiund. 
>io is the C(Au]nbiitit. It is worthy of re- 
• mark that wlien shoiv-s died out on tliu 
Island they collapsed on tho Mainland; 
and now that the Island has struck the 
keynote of a revival the Mainland and 
the Golumbian respond with an alacrity 
which would be creditable if the occasion 
had not been seized upon to olfcr re- 
marks that are detestable. The ('(diaubian 
editor did tiot visit tlic show. He began 
to sneer before the affair came off, mid 
since the show has accepted gossip for 
gospel and lies for truths. Having pre- 
dicted failure in advance he wants to 
establish his reimtation as a seer by pub- 
lishing statoinenta that are in cuntraven- 
tion of facts. In place of being coarau 
and offensive the Culiimbiun should thank 
the managers of tho show for renniiidiiig 
him of a long-neglected duty by placing 
provincial shows on tlio "broad and cath- 
olic basis" where he would fain range 
others, but to which he never by any 
chance ascends himaulf. Diveated of its 
paltry, parochial, sectional spirit, the 
Cohmbian would be a very useful jour- 
nal; bnt its influeneo is sadly detracted 
by the • narrowness of its views when 
laUud affairs are " on tho carpet," aa 
Smollett would say. 

TIIK TELEOUAl'H. 

The Free Press of Nanaimo juiiis in 
the onslaught on tho telegraphic .system 
which, regarded in tho light df Its for- 
eign connection, is really the very worst 
in tho world. The Free J'rtsa doscribea 
tho manner in which the office at Nanai- 
,tno is conducted, where the operator— a 
courteous and obliging gontleninn — is re- 
quired to receive and aend messages, do 
office work, deliver messages, repair two 
lines of wire and attend to the telephone 
service between Nanainio and Departuie 
Bay. The Nanaimo paper doea not men- 
.tion tho salary paid for all these services, 
■:ljijt1?i;from another source it is l«irncd 
^^tliiit -the compensation is sixty round 
^'dollars per month. If the compenBation 
I'-were twice as largo the work assigned 
him is too much for one man to perform 
with credit to himjolf or satisifaction to 
country or government. The telegraph 
service is conducted on the cheap basis; 
and it is no wonder that there i.s a 
universal outburst of indignation 
at its inefficiency. It ia nionstrous- 
ly absurd to tell the country that it 
niust await the oouiplotion of the over- 
land telegraph line before a reform can 
be instituted. The remedy is ot hand. 
Convert the New Westminster and Vic- 
toria oflices into "night offices," at a cost 
of leas than SI50 a mouth, and tlio re- 
ceipts will immediately double, while the 
public convenience will be cnnsultod, and 
the service instead of being a "byword 
an,d,a reproach" will become m creditable 
an ihsUtutiori 'as the postal service. \Vero 
we in tho shoes of Air. Gisborno, tlio su- 
perintendent of telegraphs, wo should not 
care to be responsible for tiie profanity 
of- disappointed applicants at the tele- 
graph ofiSco at as early an hour as eight 
m thiolevonfng who find the establishment 
• '.'clos^ .^6r■ 'the night." The board of 
trade' would seem to be the proper body 
to bring this great and increasing grie- 
vance to the notice of tho Governor-Gen- 
eral, and it is hoped that they will dis- 
charge the -diity. ■

The 
afTnir- arose out of a (nmrrel between the 
two, and Gosiieil was taken immediately 
after receiving the injury to Dr. .fack- 
son's, Goveriiinont street, who found that 
all arteriy on the left temple had been 
severed and dressed the wound, wliich 
though not dangerous in itself, was in a 
very dangerous place and might have 
caused the loss of one eye. Both asHail- 
uiit and assailed are young men who have 
been raised in the province, and the dis- 
gr.ice which lins befallen them will be 
"keenly felt by their friends. 

The facts as narrated last evening are 
there. The atabber and stnbbee were 
eonvorsirg in the saloon with a number 
of other young men, when a half-breed 
woman with whom Clarke assaociatca en- 
tered the place. .\ discusviion arose as to 
the ic'iieclability <if the woman, and 
blows wore exchangi;d by (losnell and 
Clarke.

L.ist night he wius reptirted do- 
lirouB and weak from loss of blood, but 
there is no reason to anticipate a fatal 
termination. After the cutting Clarke 
fled, hat was caught by OlBcer McLeod.

— Proliniinary encpii- 
rioa all tend to support Arabi's assertion 
that outrages perpetrated during the re- 
bellion were committed against his will. 
.\ eunuch of the palace, after spitting in 
the faces of other political prisoners, en- 
tered Arabi's coll, and inflicted a similar 
indignity upon him.

RJ;^S. Stubbs, chaplain in the U. S. 
amiyj writes to tho Oreijimian the follow- 
ing"accuunt of what he saw and learned 
on board tho .\merican ship Challenger, 
which recently arrived at Tacoina from 
Philadelphia: 

Mr. Ferry and 1 proceed to the foro- 
castlu and spoke with the men. They 
wore the sorriest looking' crowd that I 
have seen formally a day.- They were 
thirteen or fourteen in number; of these 
six or eight had blackened eyes, seven of 
them had scalp wounds, souio quite seri- 
ous and apparently of recent infliction. 
One stated that his jaw had been fractur- 
ed by the second mate. Three aftirmed 
that they had their nose.s broken; one 
had a bad swelling in his neck, produc- 
ed, he said, by a blow inllicted with a 
belaying pin; five or six had bruises on 
their arms and haiula, and t\v(i or throe 
had black mid blue and green blotches 
over the back and shoulders, and every 
man but ono declared that ho had been 
frequently beaten fur tho most trivial 
reasons. My friend and I then sought 
for the so-called insane sailor. We found 
hiin chained and locked in the little reom 
uiiiier tho topgallant forecastle pointed 
out to us. llis couvfrsati<ui seemed to ua 
to be quite rational, and his complaints 
wore made in a tjuiet and sorrowful tone. 
He told of cruelties practiced upon him 
by tho two officers arrested, which were 
idniost incredibly inhuiiiati. When he 
learned that my name was Cha])laiii 
Stiibbs he besought me to secure for him 
the services of a physician, which I prom 
ised to do. Dr. C. W. Harvey resiioud 
ed to my request and made a profession- 
al call upon him. Being invited to suji- 
ply the |)ulpit of tlie Presbyterian church 
I did not call again ou board that day. 
Tho captain explained to uui that the 
man was locked up because the officers 
had been suinnioned as before stated. Ho 
also assured mo that orders had been 
given by him to have tho doors of the 
ro.Jiii uiilocliud. 

.Monday, Oct. Otii, being aubpieiiaed to 
appear ill the court befure Judge Young, 
I heard the toatimoiiy of the sailor who 
had been chained during the passage. Ho 
was brought up to answer to a charge of 
insanity preferred by Capt. Mumford, (I 
believe): Drs. B(;stwick and Harvey wore 
sworn as exports. They listened to the 
heart rending and sickening recital of the 
pcjor folluw'.-i aiifrernigs and abuses. All 
present were visiiily moved by the har- 
rowing details as related by this victim of 
the power wielded by these officers^ This 
man (Smith) ia almost a wreck. He came 
on board the ship a stout, robust man, 
about tho 21st of May last, and on the 
4th or oth of July following, under tho 
pressure of the beiitings ho continuously 
administered, and after he had been sus- 
pended 'oy small cords to a beam until 
the excrueiatine pain extorted from him 
the confession as to where he had secret- 
od the account he had written of the 
beatings inflicted on liiiiisolf and'others of 
the men for aoiiie time previous, ho took 
a revolver and in sheer desperation shot 
himself in the breast, hoping thereby to 
end his miseries. In this he failed, as 
the ball glanced niid followed a rib, lodg- 
ing under his left ariu, where it now is 
iiiibedded. Tho doctors Bo.stwick and 
Harvey, returned the certificate furnish- 
ed them by the court and declared the 
man to bo of "sound mind." 

BURST-UP OF THE LAND LEAGUE. 
Lloaoyl MouoyI "Who's Got tlio Moaey? 

Nkw YoKK, Oct. JO. —The cumniittee 
investigating the Fenian skirmishing 
fund report the alleged forced cheques 
given by Rossa to Boealoin were not 
forged nor dishonored; that there were 
funds in bank to meet the cheques when 
drawn, but these had btioii later attached. 
The committee was infornied that Boos- 
Iciii and Dovoy carried away fnun tho 
oflico of the Fenian Brotherhood skir- 
mishing fund a letter addressed to Rossa 
and were disappointed at not findine a 
letter containing a threat from Dovoy to 
expose Rossa if he did not turn the fund 
over to him. A iiioinber of the coni- 
mittoe said oiiough evidence had been 
produced to soiid the trustees to State's 
prison, and that threats had been made 
that he and others would be laid out if 
they attend to-day's meeting. 

An itemized account showing the dis- 
position of §30,000, including the so- 
called Ford loan of §12,000, was declared 
fraudulent. A resolution wils adopted 
o|)enly declaring tho Link H'urhl had 
done a noble thing in closing its columns 
to that latest delusion, tho Land League. 

Jkushv CiTV, Oct. 10. —The John Dil- 
lon branch of the land league have 
adopted tho folluwing resolution regarding 
Patrick Ford, of the Irish World, who 
has nut been elected to any position in 
the land league: 

Ilf.solwd, That we repudiate his right to 
speak in our name or in any way control 
our actions, and that we declare the land 
league does exist and will continue so 
until tho properly constituted authorities 
on both sides of the Atlantic see fit to 
disband it. 

N\'i-;.\boRi), Oct. 10. — Davitt in a recent 
spoooh expressed regret at the results 
achieved by the land league, which had 
been arrested in its career by tho coercion 
act. Every iniirdor committed since the 
nujjpression of tho league had been an ad- 
ditional nail driven into tho league's 
coffin. 

Central aud South Amorioa. 

Panama, Oct. 11. — In the San Bias 
district tidal waves overwhelmed six small 
villages and drowned 70 persons. 

Panama, Sept. 28. — The president of 
tho states and hi« secretary. General Al- 
dana, noted for his extremely independ- 
ent ideas as a politician and his fairness 
ill treating with political opponents, have 
boon assassinated. 

Lima, Sept. 27.— Oen. Lynch has issued 
a decree increasing the import and export 
duties on all inercliaiidise 30 percent., 
based on tho Peruvian valuation of goods. 

Garcia Calderoii und Minister Logan 
are about to go to Arequipa to endeavor 
to make peace arraiigemeiit.s 

A train containing Chilian soldiers 
from Pisco to Inca, was partially blown 
from tho line by torpedoes laid by Mon- 
toneros, and aoine seven or eight soldiers 
were killed. An Italian consul, Picasco, 
who was on the train, was captured by 
tho Montoneroa, who .ask .§100,000 for his 
release.
